The  general  program  of  the  lova  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Sei'vice  is 
to  inoet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  cxxrrent  statistical  infomation  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations^   comm.ercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
ajid  governi'.iental  agencies  for  agricv.ltiiral  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  oovjities.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for 
each  covtnty  over  an  extended  period  of  ti:ne.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  coun- 
ty data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  consider- 
able cost.     It  is  in  response  to  those  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from.  e::isting  State 
and  federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman  7,  Strand, 
State-T/lde  T.'ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  v/ork  com.pleted  on  Official 
Project  GS'-l^TS-lSS  of  the  ITork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project 
S65-72~5"3G  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  24-  and  26, 

The  Io;-a  Agricultural  Extension  'Jervice  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  na.terials  in  this  report,     Selocted  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.

lOm  AGRICULTUHAL  STATISTICS  -  WASHINGTON  COFNTY 

Washington  County,  vihen  first  establi'shed  in  1838,  was  ^iven  the  nome  of 
Slaughter  in  honor  of  YfillieiK  B.  Slau:;^hter,  Secretary  of  the  Wisconsin  Terri- 
tory,   At  tho.t  time,  the  county  enbrciced  portions  of  the  territory  noxr  includ- 
ed in  the  ooujities  of  Louisa,  Muscatine,   and  Henry,  '  The  citizens  of  the  coun- 
ty rrere  dissatisfied  r/ith  the  name  cyid  on  January  25,  1839,  the  name  rras 
changed  to  Tfashinr'ton.     The  boundaries  -irere  also  changed  on  this  date. 

The  first  Tdrite  settler  vras  an  Indian  trader,  Joseph  Smart,  itHo  estab- 
lished a  tradinr'  post  near  the  mouth  of  Crooked  Creek  in  1834,     In  February, 
183S,  John  Black,  Adson  Ritchey  and  others  took  claims  near  the  Henry  County 
border,   end  in  the  fall  of  1836  Richard  Iloore  and  others  settled  in  YiTashing- 
ton  Toraiship,  about  three  miles  frora  irhore  the  countj^'-seat  was  eventually  lo- 
cated,    li'mnigration  increased  rapidly  from  this  time  and  in  1838  the  county 
had  a  large  number  of  permanent  settlers.     The  first  site  selected  for  a  coun- 
ty-sco.t  was  named  Astoria  and  a  log  court  house  was  built  here*     In  1839  the 
permanent  county-seat  ¥\ras  located  at  Washington.     In  August,  1858,  a  branch  of 
the  lississippi  and  Missouri  Railroad  v/"as  completed  to  Washington,  l/ 

Wollman,  a  to\m  in' the  northvrest '  part  of  the  county,  is  the  home  of  the 
Maplecrest  Ti^rkey  Farms,  Incorporated,     This  is  a  cooperative  indu.stry,  the 
birds  being  groivn  in  the  vicinity  by  about  170  f armors' under  contract  i/ith  the 
Farm.     Over  500,000  turkeys,  valued  at  over  $2,000,000,   are  groim  yearly,  2/ 

Area 

ITashington  County  is  practically  24  miles  square,     A  sm.all  area  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  county  is  cut  off  by  the  Iowa  River.     It  has  an  area 
of  539  square  miles,  or  357,760  acres,  3/    Of  this  number,  343,283  acres  are 
listed  as  farm  land,  4^    There  are  13  to'-'.mships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks 
forty-first  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Washington  County  are  grouped'  into  4  classes  according  to 
their  origin  ojid  location;  nomely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swaiup  and'bot- 
tom-'land.     The  drift  soils  cover  12.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  in- 
to Lindley  silt  loam — 9,3  percent,  Shelby  loam — 2,6  percent,   and  Lindley  fine 
sondy  loai'a — 0.1  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  68.7  percent  of  the  county  and

The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  12,6  percent  of  the 
area  and  are  divided  into  1/Tabash  loanis — 10,2  percent,  Genesee  silt  loajn — 1,6 
percent,  and  Cass  fine  sandy  loam— O.O  percent,  ^/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  Yfashington  County  ranges  from  hilly  or  "broken  near  the 
large  streams,  to  rolling  on  the  narroiT  divides,   and  level  on  the  broad  areas 
betiTeen  the  streams.     The  most  extensive  level  area  extends  diagonally  south- 
eaGt\7ard  across  the  county,  beginning  in  the  vrestern  part  of  Geventysizc  To^vn- 
ship  and  er.tending  through  Washington  to  Crav/f ordsville.    Here  the  tributaries 
of  the  streams  have  not  as  yet  cut  through  the  uplands.    However,  the  greater 
part  of  the  county  has  been  rather  completely  cut  by  stream  action,     ^.ock  out- 
crops are  frequently  found  at  the  bases  of  the  slopes.     The  valleys  of  the 
various  streams  are  usually  v/ide,  and  wide  terraces  are  found  on  one  or  both 
sides  of  the  streai.is.    Along  the  smaller  streams  there  are  only  narrow  areas 
of  bottom-land  and  usually  no  second  bottom-lands.     The  bottoms  of  the  larger 
streai:as  are  vrider,   and  extensive  areas  of  first  bottom-land  soils  are  found 
along  the  English  and  Skunk  rivers. 

Drainage  is  accomplished  by  the  loY/a  River,  the  Skunk  River,  and  their' 
tributaries.     The  chief  tributaries  of  the  Iowa  River  include  English  '.liver, 
and  Gmith,  Lime,  Caine,  Davis,  Goose  and  Long  creeks.     These  drain  the  north- 
ern and  eastern  port  of  the  county.     The  chief  tributaries  of  the  Skunk  River 
are  Dutch,  Crooked  and  "-illiams  creeses,     Dutch  Creek  drains  the  e::treme  south- 
v.restern  section  of  the  coiAnty,  "Tilliams  Creek  the  extreme  southern  pojrt,  and 
Crooked  Creek,  with  its  smaller  tributaries,  drains  the  south  central  part  of 
th©  county,  g/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  49.8  dogrecs,  7/ 
Tlie  o.verage  precipitation  for  55  years  (1875-1930)  vras  33,14  inches,  onci"~the 
groiring  season  averaged  166  days  beijireen  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Airil  25

UndGi-  the  old  name  of  Slaughter,  this  county  we.s  credited  idth  283  in- 
hahitaiits  hy  the  first  Territorial  census  in  1838,     By  1880  the  populo.tion 
had  3ro\m  to  20,374,  but  it  has  remained  more  or  less  constant  since  that 
time.     It  has  a  density  of  36  persons  per  square  mile,   as  compared  vrith  the 
State  density  of  44,     The  follo^.dn-  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  re- 
corded at  10-year  intervals:

In  1957  there  v/ere  3  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty—1  elevator,  1  creamery  and  1  petroleum  plant. 

As  a  i/hole,  they  had  788  members,  of  i/j-hich  576  were  active,  and  1,550 
persons  did  business  -with  the  3  concerns*    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  0142,927  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  trcn-Sacted 
',.121,765  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  e;;clusively,     Pu.rchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  cor.-n-iodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  coix^odities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  15/

The  record  year  for  apple  production  v.r'as  1884,  v/hen  94,905  trees  yielded 
95,995  bushels.     In  1934  there  A/ere  only  21,473  trees  and  9,109  bushels.  The 
greatest  nuiaber  of  peach  trees,   25,974,  r.^as  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest 
crop,  -  281  bushels,  was  listed  in  19.'J4.     There  vrere  15,471  plun  trees  in  1909 
cjid^2,948  bushels  in  1894,     These  v-crc  the  years  of  greatest  nuiabcrs  and 
greatest  production,  respectively,    'In  1909,  the  peak  year  for  cherries,  there 
vere' 17,0G2  trees  and  6,979  bushels.     The  record  grape  production  occxirred  in 
1894,  -..lien  238,229  pounds  of  grapes  v. -ere  harvested,  16/ 

ITote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  oroip  assessors'  statistical  breoJcdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  com,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fod''.er  end  (5)  corn  hogged  off#  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  -total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sim- 
mations  of  individual  farm  prod-actions  shovm  as  husked.  This  assuaTies  that 
acreage  not  husked  -would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  19.j4  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  vrere  made  by  the  State  assessors*  office  becaiise 
it  -v/as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  -irould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  snd.  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  v.diich  vrould  have  a  different  and  lOT/er 
yield*     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  onl^"-  and  -not  hy  tovmships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  t-wo  years,  then,   are  sca'nev.'-hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and' bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm  by 
tca-mship  with  this  ;}deld,  and  any  attc-npt  to  multiply  it  by  "che  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  vdll  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  ^.deld  in  1934  cud  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  'that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toiTnship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  com  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e;:cept  1934  and  1936.
